lines 6-10, a schedule recovery date is simply an anticipated date when a project's schedule variance can be recovered through the 
utilization of over time effort hours using existing staff. Similarly, Podrazhansky discloses the cost calculation option 64 that enables the 
user to formulate the cost of overtime by selecting overtime thresholds (U 0053). Further, the user may view the cost of the schedule via 
the view schedule cost 65, wherein the schedule delineates detailed cost analysis fl[ 0054). In addition, the schedule costing module 17, 
tool module 18, and requirements costing module 15 enable the user to transform the viewable schedule or analysis of the project 
management into what-if schedule or analysis (e.g., overtime usage in order to recover from project variance, U 0035). 

In addition, the Examiner maintains that there is indeed motivation to combine the references, as seen in the response to arguments in the 
final rejection, mailed 3/3/05.
